THE GREAT COMSTOCK LODE, AND TiITE SUTRO TUNNEL, 
It has long been recognised as a fact by our most experienced 
Mnglish engineers that the construction of the Sutro Tunnel is of para- 
| mount importance to ensure the most economic development of the 
| Comstock lode, and all concerned may now be congratulated that the 
rights of the Tunnel Company have been fully recognised by Con- 
gress, in passing, by a large majority, the Biil for amending the 
| mining laws, in such a form as thoroughly to protect the Tunnel Com- 
pany’s interest, and establish the enterprise upona more solid founda- 
| tion than ever. As the effect of the completion of the tunnel will 
| be to render the miners comparatively independent of the money 
lenders of Nevada and California, it is not surprising that it has met 
with much bitter opposition, and this also accounts for the fact that 
every effort has been made to induce the belief that the mining 
companies object to the construction of the tunnel. The principal 
opponent of the project has been the Bank of California, and wher- 
ever that corporation could exercise influence, éither directly or in- 
directly, there—and it might almost be said there only—opposition 
has been organised, and all kinds of unjustifiable statements circu- 
lated. - By this means, too, a pretty strong opposition was got up in 
the House of Congress, the California and Nevada members working 
most actively against the Bill, but, although the contest was an ex- 
citing one, the triumph of the Tunnel Company was complete, and, 
no doubt, Adolph Sutro, the energetic projector of the work, will 
hereafter be recognised as one of the greatest benefactors whom the 
miners of Nevada have ever had. 

The Sutro Tunnel Company, it will be recollected, is authorised 
by special Act of Congress of the United States, and when completed 
will be about 4 miles in length, exclusive of branches, and will cut 
the great Comstock gold and silver lode at a depth of 640 yards, 
draining the entire run of mines, and affording them the utmost 
possible facility fer getting out the ore, since the tunnel is to have 
a double line of railway throughout, so that, by the several mines 
putting down their shafts to the depth of the tunnel, all ore can be 
dropped through, and at once transported by the railway to the 
smelting or reduction works, Which will doubtless be erected at the 
end of the tunnel, Thus the position of the miners and the prospects 
of the mines will be entirely changed, and that, too, in the interest 
of the miners. Instead of being compelled to purchase wood, of 
which the Bank has practically a monopoly, at a price which leaves 
the Bank no less than $5 per cord profit, the miners will be able to 
use the Rocky Mountain coal with equally good result and with 
much more economy. Again, it is estimated that the miners, by 
milling their own ores, will save nine-tenths of the milling charges 
which they now pay, for it is remarked that it is at the mills where 
the last drop of life-blood is wrung from the miners. These mills are 
principally located on Carson river, at a distance of from 10 to 20 miles 
from the mines, and have been secured at small cost to the Bank of 
California by foreclosure and otherwise by the parties who erected 
them, They have a capacity for reducing 1000 tons per day, upon 
which a profit is charged to the miners of $5°50 on every ton, yield- 
ing the Bank $2,007,500 per annum profit. But this is not all. But 
65 per cent. of the assay of the value of the ore is extracted, leaving 
35 per cent. in the tailings, which are retained asa perquisite of the 
mills, The assay value of the ores annually extracted from the Com- 
stock lode is $24,000,000, the production of bullion at 65 per cent. 
being $15,600,000, The balance, amounting to $8,400,000, remains 
in the tailings, and is claimed and retained by the Bank of California 
as their perquisites in reducing the ores. 

Brietly stated, the miners will be required by law to pay the Tunnel 
Company $2 per ton for the benefit they confer upon them in reliey- 
ing them from the Sl411 now exacted from them by the Benk of 
California, so that for every $2 royalty paid tothe Sutro Tunnel Com- 
pany the miners will make an absolute additional gain of $1211; 
and the effeet of this will be that the mines, prosperous and inde- 
pendent, will be enabled to distribute the profits earned among the 
| bona fide stockholders, instead of permitting them to flow into the 
| money lenders and jobbing rings as it dves at present. But this 
| comparatively low royalty of only $2 per ton will amount to an 
enormous sum upon the ore from so large and valuable a lode asthe 
| Comstock, even calculated upon the present output; and the in- 
creased facilities for profitable working which the tunnel will afford 
will assuredly cause this output to be vastly increased by the utilisa- 
tion of large quantities of low-grade ores, known to exist in the

Gotp MInInG IN Frencu Gurana.—In an official report, just 
presented to Parliament, we glean some information upon this sub 
ject which will be interesting to our readers. In the hills and 
valleys of the interior of the colony the soil is argillaceous schist, 
abounding with quartz, containing quantities of gold, together with 
iron and lead, though the prospecting of gold is the all-absorbing industry, In 
fact, the discovery of gold appears to have determined the colonists to turn their 
attention almost exclusively to this branch of mining industry as a quicker means 
of acquiring wealth then following agricultural pursuits, and it may safely be pre 
sumed that so long as gold is found at a prolit other avocations will be compari 
tively abandoned. Between the Appronague river and the Sinnansary, about 1 
miles apart, the land seems to be most productive of gold. Strange to say, the 
existence of gold in French Guiana is not very generally known in Europe, not- 
withstanding that grants of Jand for exploring are contin.tally being made to ap- 
plicants. Last year it is stated that more than a hundred cessions were made, 
extending over nearly 100,000 acres. The rent to be paid during the first year Is

Other modes of carriage had been sug 
gested. It is feared that two of them must be abandoned in consequence of the 
opposition of the peasant landowners; but the third, to which he had from the 
beginning given a preference, by which the descent of the ores from the mines to 
the mouth of the valley is proposed to be effected by means of inclined wire-rope 
roads, may, he hopes, be successfully employed. The Chairman had alluded to the 
falling off in the quantity of the rich ores. These ores were found in the side lodes 
at Val Toppa. They were an irregular sort of formation, upon which no miner, he 
believed, would ever think of placing much dependence, During the last 12 months 
those rich ores had ‘ given out,” so that what remained was the large quantity of 
ore in reserve; this had always been stated at a very large figure by the former 
superintendent, Mr. Dean.

It was only justice to say that the brother of their assistant secretary, 
Mr. Rowse, who had been with Messrs. Taylor some years, superintended the con 
struction of the admirable water-wheel, and had succeeded in bringing up the 
heavy weights; great credit was due to Mr. Rowse for what he had done. 

The retiring directors and auditors were re-elected. 

A vote of thanks to the Chairman and directors closed the proceedings.

Of 
course, it isa disappointment not having yet brouglt the mine into a profitable 
state, and that there should be cause for this meeting to-day; but, looking at the 
work done in sinking shafts, driving levels and cross-cuts, with the erection of 
three engines, boilers, winding, crushing, and dressing plant and gear, and that 
the company has been in existence only four years, there is little room for com- 
plaint after all—and, looking the actual state of things in the face, West Tanker- 
ville will bear comparison with either Tankerville or Roman Gravels as to the time 
it took to bring one or other of those mines out of the tire into a dividend-paying 
condition. However, were it not for the causes fully detaile 1] in my general re 
port a month ago, we should have had sufficient ground to work upon, and, so far 
as we could judge at the date of the last annual meeting, by the ends of ground 
(abutting on the old men’s workings, but of which workings we had no knowledge 
at that time) ore in sufficient quantities to carry us through the opening of new 
sections of ore ground at and below the 50 fm. level, and the mine placed beyond 
the need of fresh capital to-day.

Mr. Cooper asked if, supposing some shareholders preferred piying the whole 
amount down, any advantage would be allowed 2——The CHAIRMAN had no doubt 
the directors would be willing to allow 5 per cent. discount on the balance if paid 
up at once. ——The motion was put, and carried unanimously, 

The CHAIRMAN said the next resolution he had to propose was—“ That the said 
3000 preference shares be a lien on the lease, mine, and plant, and that the holders 
of the said preference shares have the option of exchanging the same (share for 
share) for ordinary shares, within four years.” The object of the board was to 
make the 3000 shares a perfectly safe investment; there could be no two opinions 
that the mine would at any time fetch 9000/.—hence the proposal he now submitted. 

Mr. Murciison said the proposal also carried with it an important option —that 
of conversion into ordinary shares, If the ordinary shares should within four y:ars 
be receiving large dividends, this option would prove a valuable one.

| TRANSPORT WITILOUT BREAKING BULK ON MIXED-GAUGE 
RAILWAYS, 

The many ingenious arrangements for overcoming practical me- 
1 chanical difticulties connected with mining and other industrial pur- 
>! suits, introduced by Mr. John Walker, of James-street, Old-street, 
have made his name familiar to the readers of the Wintny Journal, 
and it almost appears that the difficulties which it is’ sought to 
| Pemove have only to be pointed out to him in order to ensure an 

effectual remedy being found. During the past week, however, he 
| has been able to show a large-scale working model of an invention, 
| which appears to surpass all his former efforts—an invention for 
: permitting the transport of mineral, grain, cotton, and indeed of 
. | merchandise generally, over railways o! two distinct gauges —say, a 
,| 5-ft. gauge and a 4-ft. 8-in. gauge, without breaking bulk, and, if 
necessary, Without even stopping the train at the junction where 
the gauge changes, As is frequently the case, the invention is as 
simple as it is ingenious and useful, and were it not that the patents 
protecting the invention are not yet completed, a full description of 
the entire arrangement would be published to-day; as it is, the 
details will be given at the earliest possible moment., 

The importance of such an invention in America, Australia, or any 
other country where facility of transport would afford the means of 
sending to the old and thickly-peopled countries of Europe, and at 
considerable profit to the producer, the enormous surplus of food- 
stuff which they are capable of producing ean scarcely be over- 
estimated; so that Mr. Walker may fairly be congratulated upon 
his excellent prospect of securing a very large reward for his in- 
genuity. It has been observed that the great famine in India, now 
daily brought under notice, is caused, perhaps, more through want of 
road and railroads than through anything else, as were these in 
existence not only could food be more readily conveyed to those 
who are suffering, but means would be afforded to open up the in- 
terior of a country abounding in all that would be useful to the in- 
habitants themselves, and valuable for export to this country. 

Now, it willat once be acknowledged that before any undeveloped 
country can prosper it must be intersected by light, cheap railways, 
sapable of bringing the produce to the trunk lines, and the same 
conveyance which conveys it over the narrow gauge must carry it 
on to the port of shipment without unloading and reloading where 
the gauges change, or the cost of transport will be so much increased 
that the greater part of the profit derivable from sending the pro- 
| duce to market will be lost, This means of transport direct from

-| the place of production to the port of shipment is precisely what is 


| effected by Mr. Walker's invention. In the first place, he constructs 
a railway with 15 Ibs, of iron to the yard as strong and durable in 
every respect as the roads now made with 60 Ibs, to the yard, and 
| he provides the means of running over the narrow and broad guages 
indiscriminately, and that, too, without making any change what- 
ever in either engine or carriages, thus giving new facilities to all 
new countries, for they can be opened up and brought into ecommu- 
nieation at a very small cost with all the mainlines, The new rail- 
way has the further advantage that, as well as being cheap and 
durable, it will require very little repairs, and, coupled with the new 
mode of conveyance, Will not require one-third the power to work the 
line. Theadvantage of this will be obvious, as an engine of 20 tons 
weight will do the work, and that, too, both on the broad and on 
| the narrow gauge, as well as a 40 or 50 ton engine with the present 
system, The entire cost of construction will be proportionably re- 
dueed, and the working cost will be reduced to one-third. The 
models are well worthy of inspection, and no doubt need be enter- 
tained that on the working scale the invention will prove of as great 
practical value as it is shown to be by the comparatively miniature 
| railway and conveyances already constructed,

Arnold, of New York, some improvements in the treatment. and compounding of 
cast-iron with other metals or materials containing such metals while in a molten 
state. The alloying of cast-iron in its molten state with copper, tin, zine, man- 
ganese, andantimony. Thecompound metals are melted in a crucible, and mixed 
with the east iron, removing the oxides, sulphur, and phosphorus, and reducing 
the earbon, electrophying and galvanising the iron in a molten state. The best 
proportions for common grey iron are as follows ;-Copper, 11b.; tin, %4 1b. zine, 
31bs.; and manganese, 4 lb. Antimony, for hardening without chilling, from 
Y% to 14 Ib. to each 100 Ibs, of iron, 


Peat Fvri.—the features of novelty which constitute the inven- 
| tion of Mr. R. Sronr, of Liverpool, ecnsist in the prep tration of peat for the ma- 
| nufactnre of fuel by an improved system of drying aud preparing peat on peat 
| lands, and in machinery and apparatus employed therefor; also in machinery 
ind apparatus employed for crushing and tritnvating or masticating the fibrous 
| portions of the peat, and evaporating the moisture contained in the peat pulp— 
| thus drying the peat and preparing peat dust or powder to be used as a fuel by 
| being mixed wit inflaminmable liquids or substances, and pressed into blocks, as 
| is well understood, 
| AntI-Corrosivr.—Mr. J. Grimsiaw, of Leeds, has patented an 
improved coating for rendering nails, washers, bolts, nuts, and other similar articles 
anti-corrosive. This consists in the use of lead as acoating. The articles to be 
| coated are placed ina solution of aquafortis; then covered with spirits of salts; 
subsequently thrown into a bath of pure molten lead; and afterwards washed. 


CoaL.—Itseems probable that vegetable matter may, under faveur- 
able conditions, be converted into coal much more rapidly than most -hemica 
geologists are in the habit of assuming. At leist, a curious instance of an ap 
proach towards such conversion within the historic period has been brought before 
the German Geological Soctety by Herr Hirschwald, of Berlin. In one of the o!d 
mines in the Upper Hartz—the Dorothea Mine, near Clausthal—some of the wood 

riginally employed as timbering has become so far altered as to assume most of 
the characters of a true lignite, or brown coal. It appears that certain of the levels 
in the ancient workings of this mine are filled with refuse matter, consisting 
chiefly of fragments of clay-slate, more or less saturated with mine water, and oon- 
taining here and there fragments of the old timbering. This wood, when in the 
mine, is wet, and of a leathery consistence, but on exposure to the air it rapidly 
hardens to a soiid substance, having most, if not all, the characters of a true lig- 
nite. It breal.s witha well-marked conchoidal fracture, and the parts which are 
most altered present the black lustrous appearance characteristic of the German 
“pitch coals.” At the same time, chemical examination of the altered wood shows 
that it stands actually nearer to true coal than do some of the younger tertiary 
licnites. Thisinstance seems, therfore, to prove that pine wood, when placed un- 
| der highly favourable conditions, may be converted into a genuine lignite within 

a period which, from what we know of the history of mining inthe Hartz, cannot 

have extended beyond four centuries. —Athenaum.

THE COLLIERY EXPLOSION AT DUKINFIELD. 
The recent accident at the Dukinfield Colliery, by which no less 
than 58 lives were sacrificed, and considerable damage done to the 
mine, forcibly illustrates the great necessity that exiscs for the most 





stringent supervision of the ordinary work earried on in the work- 
| ings of a colliery, for the releasing of any quantity of gas, and its 


'! coming in contact with a nake:l fight, woald deal out death and de- 
g 


struction to every living object throughout the entire workings, as 
well as causing immense damage to the property itself. The Dukin- 
field Colliery is the second deepest in the kingdom, being 686 yards 
from the surface, and it appears that on the night of April 14 up- 
wards of 150 men and boys were working init, some seven or eight 
being engaged in vepairing a tunnel a few yards from the bottom of 
the shaft, and which had been damaged by fire some years ago. 
Whilst so engaged, and using naked lighis,as is usual when at such 
a short distance from the shaft, the roo’ gave way, owing to the 
pillars which supported it not being sufficiently thick. ‘he result 
was that the gas froma thin seam of coal above the roof was libe- 
rated, and, coming in contact with the naked lights, exploded, causing 
the loss of life to which we have alluded. The ventilation at the 
time of the occurrence was good, the current of air going through 
the mine being strong. Tt may be said that the catastrophe was one 
that no ordinary foresight could have prevented, but it is evident that 
the pillars, or supports, were not sufficiently strong te maintain the 
roof, otherwise it could not have given way asit did. We, however, 
certainly think that the accident was one that was really prevent- 
lable; and although the work that was being done and led to the ex- 
plosion was in itself simple,and such as the men engaged in it were 
| accustomed to, still it shows how necessary it is that the simplest 
work in a colliery should be superintended by thoroughly compe- 
tent persons, and nothing whatever left to chance or to the caprice 
of unskilled workmen. As has been often shown, the most trifling 
matter in connection with colliery work may lead to a serious loss 
of life, as well as property, hence the necessity for knowledge and 
responsibility in the carrying out of all that is required in the raising 
jof coal. We do not see that any blame can be attached to the men 
for working with naked lights, for such is usually done at most of 
our collieries close to the bottom of the shaft. .

383,741 tons; Dauphin, 479,915 tons; Wyoming, 11,722,241 tons: and 
Lehigh, 8,706,168 tons; making an aggregate for the year of 
22,828,178 tons. The increase in the production in 1873,as compared 
with 1872, was thus 795,018 tons; of this additional production, 
652,913 tons went to market, the augmentation in the home consump: 
tion being comparatively trifling. The data available with regard 
to the bituminous coal production of the United States are less com- 
plete, but as far as can be ascertained bituminous coal was extracted 
in 1875 to the extent of 21,500,000 tons, as compared with 19,500,000 
tons in 1872. The aggregate produccion of anthracite and bitumin- 
ous coal in the United States last year would thus appear to have 
been 45,400,000 tons, as compared with 42,750,000 tons in 1872. The 
progress achieved in the production last year is thus shown to have 
been 2,650,000 tons, As we havealready observed, the statistics which 
| we have been summarising are lacking in completeness and precision. 
| This is of course to be regretted, and detracts to some extent from 
j their value; nevertheless the fact remains tolerably clearly esta- 
| blished that the extraction of coal was increased last year in the 
United States to the extent of 2,500,000 tons. All things considered 
this was not a very brilliant result, but the fact is the openings 
| afforded by the great Republic for capital and labour are so vast and 
varied that coal mining is not at present a pursuit which is very 
freely followed either by American capitalists or workpeople.

TRADE OF THE TYNE AND WEAR. 
April 23,——-There is little change to report in the Coal and Coke 
Trades; 


there is certainly an utter absence of spirit in the trade, yet 
prices have not fallen materially lately, and a good general business 
has been done in all branches, the dissensions and strikes in other 
localities having helped to keep the works in this district almost, 
but not quite, fully employed. It must, however, be confessed that 
the tendency of prices is still downwards, and it is, therefore, quite 
natura that the coalowners should persist in the demand for a re- 
daction of 20 percent. on all wages. Formal notice was given to 
all the workmen employed both above and below ground in Durham 
| county on Saturday last, and this of course, although expected for 
some time, naturally caused some excitement, and meetings have 
been held in several localities —at Seaham, South Shields, &e. At 
all these meetings the men have shown much excitement. and at 
some of them the men have come to the conclusion that they will 
not submit to any reduction, but will stand out at least three months 
lagainst it. At other places the men have wished that the question 
should be referred to arbitration. Amongst the many dangers of 
the situation, it is quite possible that, should the leaders advise the 
men to aceept the reduction, or some part of it, portions of the men 
will refuse to accept this advice. 

It is impossible to avoid seeing that the position is extremely 
critical, The mastersare compelled by the state of the trade to insist 
upon a reduction, and if the men obstinately resist any the con- 
sequences may be very serious indeed. A strike throughout the 
county of Durham would in a short time cause the bulk of the iron 
furnaces to be blown out, and thus a blow would be inflicted on the 
trade of the district which would be felt for years to come. The 
average wages of the coal miners in Durham are taken by both parties 
at about, m round numbers, 7s. per day,and the proposed reduction 
would, of course, be seriously felt. The enginemen of Durham oppose 
the reduction on the ground that they are paid at present 5s, 6d. per 
day of eight hours, while the Northumberland men are paid 6s, per 
; The mechanists at the Durham collieries 
oppose the reduction on the ground that they have not been advanced 
at the same rate as the miners, and those two classes last mentioned

REPORT FROM MONMOUTIL AND SOUTIE WALES. 

April 28, — There has been a larger quantity of rail and other iron | 
cleared from the local ports for the foreign markets during the past 
two weeks than in any week this year. Still current business must | 
be described as dull, and just at present orders are coming to hand | 
even more slowly than ever. This, of course, is not surprising when 
we look at the state of things in connection with all the staple | 
trades of the district. Nothing but strikes are everywhere recorded, 
and it cannot be expected that the trade can be active under present 
circumstances. Buyers are not likely to give out orders freely so 
long as there is any prospect of prices being lowered, and manufacturers do not 
just now care to book large specifications, as it is quite uneertain whether they 
will be able to get them executed. It was pretty generally understood last week 
that there was not likely to be much difficulty with the ironworkers in reg urd to 
the wages question, as they appeared to be disposed to accept a 10 or 15 per cent 
reduction, if not more. Expressions have emanated, however, from some of the | 
leaders of the ironworkers this week whic indicate that they are not disposed to | 
accept any reduction whatever, believing that the masters are not justified in en 
forcing any. This places the men in quite a different attitude from what they 
were supposed to occupy, and there is now reason to fear that the iron as well as 
the coal trade is likely to suffer from renewed disputes between capital and labour. 

Notices have now been issued at a large number of the iron and 
eoal works of the district, to the effect that all existing contracts will cease on cer 
tain dates. Those dates vary, a month being given in some instances, while in 
others they extend to the end of May. Thus the threatened rupture is a little fur 
ther off than might have been expected ; but it must come at last, and, perhaps, 
it will be none the less severe for delay, unless thore be some unexpected change 
in the position of the trades. There can be no doubt, from the manners aud ex 
pressions of the colliers, that they intend to offer very determined resistance to 
any reduction whatever. What the end will be cannot be foreshadowed, and as 
there are yet some six weeks to elipse before any action is to be taken on either 
side, it is ns well to indulge in as little speculation as possible, but rather hope that 
some change may take place in the trade which will obviate any hostilities between 
masters and men. : 

Unfortunately the lock-out in the Tin-Plate Trade not only con- | 
tinuies, but is still extending, and ina few ‘ays there will hardly be fewer than 30 
works at 2 standstill, There is no prospect of any arrang: ment being come to, as 
the masters have left the men entirely to take their own course, and the litter seem 
only to become the more determined not to resume work on the employers’ terms, 
The workers believe that the masters’ aim is to crush their Union, whieh does not 
fn the least tend to conciliate them. The funds of the Union, it is understood, ar 
pretty nearly exhausted, but the men are promised assistance from other districts. 

The state of the Coal Trade does not vary to any great extent, but 
the tendency is rather to less activity This is more noticeable in the house coal 
branch, the warm, summer like weather living eaused aaearly and large decrease 
in the consumption.
